Enclosed for your review and approval is a copy of Amendment No. 6 to the 2002 Federal
Transportation Improvement Program requested by the Kern Council of Governments (Kern
COG). Kern COG, at a regularly scheduled meeting held on April 17, 2003, adopted
Amendment No. 6 to the 2002 FTIP. Also enclosed is an executed copy of the authorizing
resolution, Resolution # 03-13, a signed conformity statement and amendment report. Projects
in this amendment have been through the MPO approval process in the CTIPS database.

Amendment No. 6 to the 2002 FTIP revises sections of the Kern FTIP and includes new
projects and revisions to current projects. The amendment includes changes to the State
Highway / Regional Choice Program of Projects; Federal Lands Highway Program of Projects;
Congestion Mitigation/Air Quality (Non-Transit) Program of Projects; Transit (Non-CMAQ)

Program; Congestion Mitigation/Air Quality (Transit) Program of Projects; and Non-Motorized
(Landscape/Pedestrian Projects) Program of Projects.

STATE HIGHWAY / REGIONAL CHOICE PROGRAM OF PROJECTS

» The City of Bakersfield requested the programming for PS & E in the 03/04 state fiscal year
be moved to the 04/05 fiscal year. When the PS & E was originally programmed, it was
anticipated that the record of decision (ROD) for the Tier Il would occur in May 2004.
However, it now appears the Tier Il document will not have a final ROD until August 2004.
The CTC will not grant an allocation for PS & E prior to the approval of this environmental

document. This reprogramming will not affect the construction schedule. Please see the
attachments for details.

FEDERAL LANDS HIGHWAY PROGRAM OF PROJECTS

e The Federal Highway Administration requested the Forest Highway 95 project programming
for preliminary engineering be moved to the 03/04 federal fiscal year and funding for
construction engineering increased by $40,000. The second request is to introduce a new

project on Bitter Creek. This project will rehab an existing road for educational tour. Please
see the attachments for details.

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CONGESTION MITIGATION AND AIR QUALITY (Non-Transit) PROGRAM OF PROJECTS

e The City of Shafter requested the CNG Fueling Station project be amended as follows: PE
phase funding to remain the same; R/W phase funding be moved to the 03/04 fiscal year;
CON phase funding be transferred to other Kern County projects and be fully reprogrammed
in the next call for projects.

e The City of Bakersfield requested the introduction of a CMAQ (non-transit) program project
totaling $210,968 in CMAQ funds, $27,333 local funds, and $256,699 in grant monies
received from the San Joaquin Valley Air Poliution Control District for the purchase of 11
alternative fuel vehicles, specifically Liquid Natural Gas (LNG) within their Refuse Division.
The programming in the 02/03 federal fiscal year for this project is funding made available
by the City of Shafter.

» The City of California City requested the increase of $75,527 for their Surfacing of Unpaved
Neuralia Road Project. The programming in the 02/03 federal fiscal year for this project is
funding made available by the City of Shafter.

Total CMAQ dollars remain the same. Please see the attachments for details.

TRANSIT (Non-CMAQ) PROGRAM OF PROJECTS
» The Golden Empire Transit District (GET) requested the introduction of their Traffic Signal
Priority System funded by Section 5309c. Funding was approved as part of the FTA

Federal Fiscal Year Appropriations Bill. This project is exempt under Table 2 of 40 CFR
93.128. Please see the attachments for details.

CONGESTION MITIGATION AND AIR QUALITY (Transit) PROGRAM OF PROJECTS

» The City of Arvin requested the programming for the transit transfer station (KER000503) in
the 02/03 federal fiscal year be moved to the 03/04 fiscal year. This project was not
submitted for the 2002/2003 Program of Projects (POP) due to property acquisition
negotiations. This project will be submitted for the 2003/2004 POP. This project is exempt
under Table 2 of 40 CFR 93.126.

e The City of California City requested the CNG Fueling Station funding be increased by
$212,172. The programming in the 02/03 federal fiscal year for this project is funding made
available by the City of Shafter.

o California City also requested the programming for the purchase of CNG buses in the 02/03
federal fiscal year be moved to the 03/04 fiscal year. This project was not submitted for the
2002/2003 POP and will be submitted for the 2003/2004 POP. This project is exempt under
Table 2 of 40 CFR 93.126.

» The City of Shafter requested their CNG Bus Project be deleted and funding transferred to
other Kern County projects. This project will be fully reprogrammed in the next call for
projects.

» The City of Taft requested the second construction phase of the CNG Fueling Station in the
02/03 federal fiscal year be moved to the 03/04 fiscal year. This project was not submitted
for the 2002/2003 POP and will be submitted for the 2003/2004 POP.

» The City of Taft also requested the programming for the purchase of CNG buses in the
02/03 federal fiscal year be moved to the 03/04 fiscal year. The bus purchase is on hold

until the CNG Fueling Station is complete. These projects are exempt under Table 2 of 40
CFR 93.126.
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* The City of Wasco requested the NG Bus project funding of $120,000 be moved to the
03/04 fiscal year. This project was not submitted for the 2002/2003 POP and will be
submitted for the 2003/2004 POP. This project is exempt under Table 2 of 40 CFR 93.126.

Total CMAQ dollars remain the same. Please see the attachments for details.

NON-MOTORIZED (Landscape / Pedestrian Projects) PROGRAM OF PROJECTS
e The City of Wasco requests the funding of the EastWest Route 46 Landscaping Project,
KER991008, be moved to the 03//04 FY. This project is exempt under Table 2 of 40 CFR

93.126.  Total Transportation Enhancement dollars remain the same. Please see the
attachments for details.

The new projects included in the 2002 FTIP by this amendment have been demonstrated to
satisfy the requirements of 40 CFR 93.118 and 93.119 without a new regional emissions
analysis in accordance with the provisions of 40 CFR 93.122(e)(2)(ii). Accordingly, the projects
have been included in the regional emissions analysis of the Regional Transportation Plan
(RTP) with design concept and scope adequately detailed to determine their contribution to the
transportation plan's regional emissions at the time of the transportation plan's conformity
determination, and that the design concept, scope, and implementation schedule of the projects
are not significantly different from that described in the transportation plan. In addition, the

funding or the projects will not delay the implementation of projects in the metropolitan
transportation plan or FTIP. '

WHEREAS, the Kern Council of Governments (Kern COG) is a Regional Transportation Planning
Agency (RTPA) and a Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO); and

WHEREAS, the MPO is required to develop, maintain and endorse the 2002 Federal Transportation
Improvement Program (FTIP) with a Biannual Program of Projects for federal funding assistance; and

WHEREAS, the 2002 FTIP for the Kern region is a six-year schedule of multi modal transportation

project improvements of major freeways, expressways, arterials, urban collectors, bikeways, transit, rail and
aviation facilities; and

WHEREAS, in order to maintain a current and up-to-date 2002 FTIP, amendments and minor
adjustments are required from time to time; and

WHEREAS, Amendment No. 6 to the 2002 FTIP is consistent with elements of the 2000 Regional
Transportation Plan (2000 RTP); and

WHEREAS, the 2002 FTIP, prepared by the Kern Council of Gévernments, is financially constrained
and reflects state guidelines and regulation requiring the preparation of a TIP in the urbanized areas; and

WHEREAS, the projects contained in this amendment have no effect on the air quality conformity
analysis or funding; and

WHEREAS, the Amendment No. 6 to 2002 FTIP is consistent with the State Implementation Plan
(81P); and

WHEREAS, the Kern Council of Governments (Kern COG) has an adopted Public Involvement
Procedures and Policies; and

WHEREAS, the document has been made available for review by residents of Kern County through
an advertised public hearing as prescribed in the Kern COG Public Involvement Procedures and Policies; and

WHEREAS, this amendment was circulated and reviewed by the member agencies of the Kemn

Council of Governments, representing their technical and management staffs, and representatives of other
governmental agencies; and

WHEREAS, the Kern Council of Governments is the state recognized clearinghouse (Executive Order

and 6) Non-Motorized Program (Landscape/Pedestrian Projects) of Projects. All changes are shown in the
attachment to and made a part of this Resolution No. 03-13 by this reference.

The City of Shafter has two approved CMAQ projects that have been inactive. The CNG Fueling Station
includes $516,000 in Federal funding, and the purchase of two CNG Mini-Vans includes $70,800 in
Federal funding. The CNG Fueling Station was held for land acquisition and location issues, while the
mini-vans are on hold pending construction of the CNG Station.

In order to assist the region in best utilizing cash flow and to help assure that no funding is lost, the City
of Shafter will agree to the following amendments to our projects:

The City of Shafter agrees to these amendments contingent upon approval of the remaining portions of
both projects being funded “off the top™ in the next available CMAQ funding cycle, and there be no
penalty for Shafter as far as the submittal of a new CMAQ project in the next funding cycle.

I
hope these amendments will assist other projects towards completion and help the region meet
expenditure and funding goals.

We are currently seeking a design consultant for Phase 2 of the Highway 43/46
landscaping project. Originally, the City has planned on doing this design work in house,
but due to unforeseen personnel issues, we have decided to hire a consultant to do the
design. We expect to have the consultant in place by May 15, 2003. We expect this
project to be in construction sometime this summer. Due to the nature of the Project, we
will not be able to begin design work on Phase 3 until phase 2 is completed. We are
requesting that funding for this project be moved to the 03-04 program schedule as part
of Amendment #6 to the 2002 FTIP.

We have delayed the CNG bus purchase until the CNG fueling station is completed. We
expect the facility to be completed in the fall of 2003.
